One such 
idea is the current "guessing” about pro fits* made by large busi­ 
ness organizations. 
Many people are apt to grossly exaggerate the money made by 
business. So Opinion Research Corporation (an independent 
organization) made a survey to learn just what the public thinks 
about profits. Compare these guesses and yours with the Inter­ 
national Harvester profit figures given below.

Many large businesses, including 
ourselves, would consider it a 
banner year if we could reach 
this figure. Our average profit for 
the last ten years—four war and 
six peace—was 6.43% —more than 
a third less than what the public 
considers fair.
